A New Kind of Lumber 
Factory. 


THE MATEKIAL ABUNDANT HERE. 


What the Workiiifftueu Have to Say 
About an Alleged Ticket in 
the Field. 


Among the visitors to this city is Col. 
T. J*. Lawrence, of the International 
Terra Cotta Lumber Company, a gentle­ 
man who has traveled a great deal dur­ 
ing his lifetime and who has made him­ 
self familiar with many localities. A 
reporter of the H e r a ld , learning that 
Colonel Lawrence had been inspecting 
the country in the vicinity of Los Ange­ 
les, called upon him last evening at the 
Hollenbeck to ascertain his opinion rela­ 
tive thereto. 
In reply to questions, 
Colonel Lawrence said that he had re­ 
cently looked over the country and was 
satisfied that there was a great future in 
store for it if its resources were only de­ 
veloped. He, in company with Mr. J. 
L. Cherry, of the California .Sewer Pipe 
Company, had visited the clay beds of 
the company at Elsinore, and was sur­ 
prised at their extent and the many va­ 
rieties found there. Pie said that he had 
never sepn beds which were so prolific of 
varieties in all shades and colors and so 
valuable. 
These beds were ap­ 
parently inexhaustible, 
and 
they 
were, in his opinion, worth for­ 
tunes to their owners. Colonel Law­ 
rence said that he had come to Los An­ 
geles if possible to make arrangements 
to establish here a manufactory of 
terra cotta lumber, the patent for which 
is owned by his company. The company 
had already established two factories iu 
Australia, four in Canada, and about 
thirty in the United States. When the 
company was first organized it was sui>- 
posed that its lumber and tiles could only 
be manufactured from fire clay, and the 
factories could only be established where 
this could be obtained. Recently il had 
been ascertained that the common kinds 
óf clays could be used to better advant­ 
age. This had widened the field, and 
factories were being started all over the 
country where clay was to he found. In 
his visit to Elsinore, Colonel Lawrence 
had found that the clays there 
which 
could 
not 
l>e 
used for 
the manufacture 
of 
sewer 
pipe 
was just the kind for making the best 
terra cotta lumber. This lumber, for 
which the International Terra Cotta 
Lumber Company has a patent, is pecu­ 
liar in this, it is the only perfectly fire­ 
proof building material so far. Every 
one is aware that stone and other build­ 
ing material used in making so-called 
fire-proof buildings will not stand the 
effect of water when it is heated, and 
when fire attacks the interior of a build­ 
ing, some material Í3 needed which will 
not give way when most needed by flying 
to pieces. Terra Cotta lumber and tiling 
will stand any degree of heat, and when 
suddenly cooled by water is not in­ 
jured in the least. This product is 
composed of clay, but made in such man­ 
ner as to be very porous. The whole ee- 
cret is in the mixture of the clay with 
the sawdust. When fire is applied for 
baking, the sawdust burns out and leaves 
nothing but the honey-combed clay now 
burned into brick. This product can

protect. It is a non-conductor of heat, 
and the uses to which it can be put are 
legion, as will be found when it is manu­ 
factured here. Colonel Lawrence said 
that he had made one discovery here 
which was of advantage, considering that 
there were no sawmills in the county 
where sawdust can be obtained. He ex­ 
perimented with greasewood. which 
grows abundantly hereabouts, and found 
that it would serve admirably for mixing 
witli the clay. 
Colonel Lawrence gave many interest­ 
ing descriptions of the use and manufac­ 
ture of terra-cotta lumber, which lack of 
space prevents publishing. He will re­ 
main here some time in the interest of 
his company. 
A “ FAKE” TICKET. 
T ltc W o r k in g m e n H a d N o H a n d In 
I n I t . 
Yesterday morning’s edition of the 
Times contained an account of an alleged 
meeting of workingmen, at which a 
ticket was agreed upor. for the election 
on November lith. (.¿uite a number of 
workingmen and members of labor 
unions have been much puzzled to know 
why the meeting, if it was held, was 
denominated a workingmen’s meeting, 
and a search by a H e r a ld reporter yes­ 
terday failed to find one member of a 
labor organization who knew anything 
about the meeting or the ticket as pub­ 
lished. Mr. C. llussell, of the Gastitters 
Union, stated that the members of that 
organization were not at the meeting as 
reported, and he knew nothing about the 
men whose names were given as officers 
of the alleged assemblage. Mr. Robert 
(irigliette, of the Plumbers Union, stated 
that no members of his society were 
present, and he knew nothing of 
the men as named. Mr. 1*. S. Scho­ 
field, who is well acquainted with 
all labor movements had heard nothing 
of any such movement, and after the re­ 
porter had interviewed a large number 
of workingmen he gave up the chase 
with Mr. Farrell’s question, “Who is 
Patsy O’Meira anyhow ?” ringing in his 
ears.His attention was called to the fact 
that the ticket, as printed, was mainly 
Republican, and that the only ebject of 
the ticket seemed to be to draw a few 
votes away from Judge Sullivan, who is 
on the Democratic ticket as Associate 
Justice, while on the “Fake” ticket he 
is named as a nominee for Chief J ustice 
of the Supreme Court. Of course all 
votes cast for him as Chief Justice would 
be thrown away. 
Tbe following letter was received in 
relation to the matter: 
E d ito r s H e r a ld —I saw in the Times 
that the Workingmen placed a ticket in 
the field. As an executive member of 
1>. A. 140, K. oí L., 1 hereby 
autoritatively deny that the K. of L.

this morning. The K. of. L. is an 
organization for a nobler and grander 
purpose than politics.

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BACK AGAIN

City Surveyor W . T. Lambie, who has 
just got back from a trip Kast with the 
committee which went to investigate the 
W est Sewer System, was interviewed 
yesterday by a representative of the 


H e r a l d , and questioned as to the jour­ 
ney and the opinion formed by the com* 
mittee on the practicability of the system 
ior the city. 
“ Th« trip was in every way a pleasant 
one," said Mr. Lambie, "save that, the 
weather was 
bad a 
good 
deal 
of 
th e time. 
We w ent first to Chicago, 
and from there visited the city of Pull­ 
m an. The system is in operation there 
except that the water is not filtered, but 
the sewage flows away merely relieved 
of its evil odors. 
We did not look into 
these works as carefully as we did those 
at A tlanta Citv for the reason that Pull­ 
m an is a much smaller city than Los An­ 
geles and the plan th at it is proposed to 
adopt here contains filtration as a neces­ 
sary elem ent/' 
‘‘We spent consideiable time at Atlan­ 
tic City and thoroughly idspected all the 
workings of the system. Tne population 
of the city varies considerably between 
sum m er and winter but the sewer 
accommodations are for a place of over 
130,000 inhabitants. 
As the country 
around about it is flat, pumping works 
add a considerable figure to the expanse 
which here might be avoided. 
The 
refuse pours into a well, the gas from 
which is exhausted up a chimney by the 
buoyant power of heated air. 
The stuff 
then spreads out over a perforated floor 
and is mixed with lime. No other deod' 
oncer is u sed /' 
“ Is there any disagreeable smell about 
this part of the performance ?” 
‘‘The whole establishm ent is 
per­ 
fectly free 
from unpleasant smells. 
The 
only 
odor 
that 
I 
detected 
anywhere 
was 
a 
slight 
smell 
of 
decaying wood. The concern has been 
in operation about two years, and the 
filter being constructed of wooden timbers 
which are constatly soaked in water,they 
are beginning to decay a little. The filter 
is formed of earth, which, as every one 
knows, is nature’s own machine for the 
purpose. 
By the time the water has 
passed through a succession of strata of 
earth and gravel, it comes out perfectly 
pure, leaving all the solid materials be­ 
hind. The water as it flows away is as 
pure and clear as th at from a mountain 
fljnring. 
We dipped up some in turn- 


‘‘Did you drink any of it? ” 
“ Well, no,” said Mr. Lambie. 
“ The 
fact is prejudice under the circumstances 
is very natural. The only running ex­ 
pense of the system outside the item of 
the pumping works, which latter could 
be dispensed with here, as 1 said, is that 
of removing and replacing the filtering 
earth. It is carted away to the beach 
and dumped down on the sand. There 
is no unpleasant smell about it w hat­ 
ever. 
In every respect the system 
seemed to the committee to have accom­ 
plished all that was expected of it.” 
“ How about its application here?” 
“ Personally, I have no doubt,” said the 
Citv Surveyor, “ that some such system 
of filtration will be adopted here. 
If the 
W est system patents shut us out from 
taking up any such scheme on our own 
hook, we may come to accept that. I do 
not believe the plan of an outlet to the 
sea either economical or healthful.

’I'lae .M ainr l o a d e r f a l s e Co 
P n r l y , 
C ountry an d P resid en t. 
His leadership during the administra­ 
tion of Garfield is history. He was false 
to country, to party and'to the President. 
He bartered with Southern Democratic 
Senators for their votes in the Senate to 
secure the political destruction of Roscoe 
Conkling, and delivered Republican Vir­ 
ginia back to Democracy as tho consider­ 
ation, thus making the South again solid. 
He bred the disturbances which unset­ 
tled the weak head of the half-breed 
Guiteau, who assassinated the President 
after praising him in writing for his treat­ 
ment of Conkling. After he was dis­ 
missed from office by President Arthur, 
he became the pet of a large element 
among the Southern Democrats, and dur­ 
ing the summer of 1882 the word was 
passed among them that be would do for 
them. None knew better than they; and 
“Jim Blaine was good enough for me,” 
was a familiar form of greeting among 
them. 
In 1884 he and his crew in New York 
broke down the Republican party and 
gave the state to Cleveland. The party 
never rallied from this, and never will 
under the lead of those who then struck 
it down. The Democratic party had 
then no further use for Mr. Blaine’s ser­ 
vices, for they could win without his 
assistance. 
In 1884, after he had destroyed the 
party and made the election of any can­ 
didate impossible, he sought and ob­ 
tained the privilege of going down with 
a captain’s uniform on his back on the 
quarter-deck of the ship he had scuttled. 
He then gave a hoarse bowl at Augusta 
against the South, whose instrument he 
had so often been and subsided. 
Painful and laborious efforts were made 
during the last year by all who wanted 
him in office for their own purposes to 
make him appear a popular candidate. 
But, like Alfred Jingle’s “Brummagem 
buttons,” they were “no go.” He wanted 
a nomination, yet he feared it. He de­ 
clined it in advance, and then intrigued 
for it. Timid, weak and vacillating, his 
ambition unslaked, but the road to its 
gratification beset with horrid Gorgons 
is record had evoked, he had drifted in 
and out of the political current as caprice 
and the condition of his health and 
spirits have dictated. The real Blaine 
shouters having held him up at Chicago 
and had him slaughtered, now with 
equal want of sense haul him about the 
country as a rare show, reminding one

The idea of advertising him all sum 
mer as the guest and chum of Mr. Carne­ 
gie, the head of the offensive iron and 
steel trust, riding through Scotland on 
his tallybo, and being entertained by 
him at Cluny Castle, and then attempt­ 
ing to make him the trust-defending 
hero of a campaign in which Carnegie’s 
workingmen are asked to vote for Blaine 
for Secretary of State and high wages for 
themselves, just after ihey have been 
locked out by their greedy employers in 
an effort to make them submit to a re­ 
duction of ten per cent, on their misera­ 
ble starvation wages—is it not the 
ecstacy of folly? 
That the manufactured but sadly limp­ 
ing enthusiasm for Mr. Blaine should de­ 
ceive a good many is not strange.

The signs are that the voting popula­ 
tion of this city will make a tremendous 
showing on election day. The figures 
of yesterday’s registration confirm the 
theory indicated by the first day’s ex­ 
perience, that the popular mind has been 
impressed to an exceptional degree with 


a sense of the importance of the questions 
in this Presidential campaign. The to­ 
tal of the registration of the first two davs 
in 1884 was 152,510 and this year it 
amounts to 180,702. making an increase 
of 34,270.

A NUISANCE. 
C om p lain t A bout R efu se From 
■Butcher Shops. 
Several passengers over the Los Ange­ 
les County Railroad complained yester­ 
day that for some reason there was a 
fearful stench along a j>ortion of the road 
only a few minutes’ ride from the ter­ 
minus of the road at the Sisters’ Hospi­ 
tal. A reporter of the H erald walked 
over in that vicinity yesterday afternoon 
and found that the passengers had not 
been wrong when they called the odor 
which filled the atmosphere a stench 
The cause of this stench was found to he 
the undeaned bones and refuse evidently 
from some one or a number of butcher 
shops. Commencing at a point about 
500 yards west of the hospital the 
roadway is lined with these bones, 
and decaying meat is found mixed 
with 
them, with 
no attempt at 
hurying. Along the road for a distance 
of half a mile the side of the road is lined 
with this refuse, aud on a warm day, 
such as yesterday, the stench is almost 
unbearable. The bones consist of those 
which are generally thrown away at 
butcher shops, and all bear marks ol 
having been cut by some sharp instru­ 
ment. The people residing in that 
neighborhood state that they don’t know 
who the party is that throws the objec­ 
tionable matter there, and are of the 
opinion that it must be done iu the night 
time. Leading from this road is a gully 
which runs north a considerable distance. 
In the bottom of this a large number of 
bones are to be found, showing that the 
gully has been used for the purpose of 
throwing dead animalH in.^ The people 
of the vicinity are of the opinion that the 
parties throwing the refuse along the 
road and disposing of their dead animals 
in this manner should be prosecuted.

M r.1 Cleveland’s issue as outlined in 
h is message sent to Congress nearly a 
year ago, was intended to benefit the 
people by cutting off the useless surplus 
And leaving the people’s money in the 
channels of trade, where it would stim u­ 
late industry and make business brisk. 
It was intended to benefit the people 
again by reducing the rates of taxation 
on a great m any articles of daily neces­ 
sity, and thus make the cost of liviDg 
less to the average m an. 
Once more, it 
aimed to benefit the people by giving 
American 
industries 
the 
tgenefit of 
cheaper raw m aterial, thus putting our 
m anufacturers on a more equal footing 
w ith their competitors in other countries, 
by which we m ight be able to enter the 
m arkets of the world and sell our goods 
alongside of those made in England or 
France. 
This message recalled the people of 
A merica from questions of a sectional 
nature an d likely to keep alive hostile 
feelings, and to stir up fresh bitterness in 
th e hearts of the people. It made it im­ 
possible that there should be “ another 
President in the bloody shirt,” and re­ 
called the people to think of economic 
and industrial topics for the bettering of 
th e condition of the people of all sections 
of the Union. 
M r. Blaine at once saw th at the logic 
and tbe facts were on the side of the 
President, and that unless the issue could 
be adroitly met the Democratic party 
m ust sweep the country.

California

TH E OLD HOMAN AT HIS HKST. 


Tlie D octrines of D em ocracy Held 
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C arlisle.

C in c in n a t i, October 25.—Democratic 
Day at the Exposition here was a suc­ 
cess. 
The weather was fine and the 
crowd large. A great many visitors called 
during the day and were received in 
Judge Thurm an’s parlor. At 2 o’clock 
the party was driven about town and lo 
the reviewing stand. The streets were

inge were crowded, and Music Hall was 
filled with upwards of 8,000 people. 
W hen Judge Thurm an was introduced 
he was enthusiastically cheered. 
He 
said, in substance: 
G entlemen—We are in the midst of an 
extraordinary campaign, the most extra­ 
ordinary campaign I have ever gone 
through, many as 1 have taken part in 
during rnv life. 
We are in a campaign 
in which our adversaries have the bold­ 
ness and audacity to tell the people that 
the way to make the people rich is to 
make them pay more taxes than their 
government wants 
applause , that the 
way to benefit the condition of a man is 
to tax him and everything which is neces­ 
sary tojhis existence and comfort as an 
American citizen. 
And tnat. is calle t 
protection to the laboring m an, as if you 
could 
protect a 
laboring man 
by 
robbing 
him of 
his earnings 
and 
verifying 
the 
old saying of “ robbing 
Peter to pay P aul.” 
(Applause. 
Phi: 
is deception and delusion. 
Here followed a ltngthy analysis of 
the relation of labor to capital and of tbe 
relation of both to the country, in which 
the speaker said there coaid not be a 
single dollar added to the wealth of the 
world except by labor. Judge Thurm an 
waB then interrupted by applause when 
he produced his bandana. 
"Y ou cheer 
that old bandana,’’ said he, “ but I would 
like to know how in the world I ever 
would have gotten that bandana for you 
to cheer if it had not l>een for labor. 
[Prolonged applause.. 
Labor made it, 
my labor enabled me to obtain money 
enough to buy it and your labor will 
make you wealthy enough to live 
peace, in quiet and in comfort if you only 
understand what is to your own oeet in­ 
terests.” 
He then went on to say that tiie annual 
production of the wealth of this world is 
divided into threee or four parts. 
< »ne 
part goes to the capitalist who furnishes 
the money, who lends his money out at 
interest, and nobody begrudges him his 
interest if he only charges a reason able 
interest. 
Another part goes to the m an­ 
ufacturer, the man who carries on busi­ 
ness, and he makes his profit as recoin 
pense for his labor and his work and bis 
skill, and nobody objects to his having i 
reasonable compensation. 
The remain 
ing part goes to the laborer to pay for his 
wages, and if he gets fair wages, honest 
wages, then lie does not complain. 
But 
if he does not get his fair share, if lie is 
oppressed, if he is trampled down under 
foot, if his labor is exacted from him 
without due compensation, then he is a 
defrauded man and he ought to com­ 
plain. 
Some German in the audience, hand­ 
ing the speaker an old horseshoe—1 
picked it up during the time the proces­ 
sion was passing; that means victory. 
It is a horseshoe. 
Judge Thurm an—I thank you, 
will take it home with me. 
I will nail 
it on my door, and keep these Kepubli 
can w itches that preach protection to the 
ruin of the poor m an, from entering my 
household. 
G reat cheering.] 
A voice—Nail it on the W hite House 
door. 
¡Laughter.] 
Thurm an then said Republican orators 
had asserted that the Democrats were 
the enemies of the laboring m an, and in 
this connection reiterated the statem ent 
frequently made by him , that out of 
every thousand voters in the Democratic 
party, nine hundred and ninety are lab­ 
oring men. Nearly all the happiness 
they have on earth, said he, is derived 
from the Democratic principles, which 
have shielded them in their trouble in 
life and made them contented and happy 
and prosperous men. 
[Continued ap­ 
plause.] 
Democratic 
principles gave 
them the right to vote. 
The Democracy 
sprang from the sentim ent written by 
Thomas Jefferson, “ All men are created 
free and equal.” 
The speaker defied any man living to 
point out one single amelioration of the 
condition of the hum an race in Christen­ 
dom, one single improvement of the con­ 
dition of the laboring man, that had not 
been tbe result of Democratic principles. 
W hy, some one may say, here were the 
Southern States that were Democratic 
and they had Negro slavery. 
Yes. but 
th at sentence of Thomas Jefferson, “ All 
men are created free and equal,” sprouted 
out and grew up and in the end made 
slavery impossible in any part of the 
territory of the United States.

He agreed with Thuftnan iu his 
rem arks concerning the connection of 
the laboring men with the Democratic 
party, saying there is no part of the peo­ 
ple of the United States who are b o much 
indebted to the Democratic party and 
¡democratic principles for tbeir pros­ 
perity and growth, as the people of the 
gieat Northwest. 
To it they owe the 
V88‘ territory which they inherit. To it 
they owe the religious liberty which was 
established for all time in the North­ 
west by the ordinance oi 1787.

N e w Y o r k , October 25.—Blaine will 
make this city his headquarters until 
after the election, meanwhile sj»eaking 
in neighboring States.

PLAINLY A POLITICAL PIT F A L L . 


S ecreta ry B ayard A ttached No Im ­ 
p ortan ce to It— E n g lish 
C om m ent.

W a s h in g to n , October ‘Jó.—Secretary 
Bayard, who returned to W ashington 
last night, m ade the following statem ent 
to-day to a representative of the A ssoci­ 
ated Press in regard to the letter of 
Murchison, of California, to the British 
M inister on the subject of the pending 
Presidential election 
and the British 
M inister’s reply: 
“ Y es, I have read both letters. 
I had 
not seen the British M inister sin ce he 
went to Europe last spring until he 
called on me this morning at the Depart­ 
m ent of Siate. 
Lord Backville has no 
other or better m eans of knowledge of the 
iutentionsof the President than any one 
of the sixty-five m illion A m erican" peo­ 
ple. 
H is personal opinion is worth no 
more than that of any one of them on the 
ground of knowledge, and m uch less on 
the ground of interest in the subject. 
W hile there must be a concensus of 
opinion as to the impropriety of expres­ 
sion of individual view s by any one 
holding 
the position 
of 
a 
foreign 
envoy, it is still 
to 
be 
hoDed we 
w ill be able to settle the issues involved 
in the pending canvass without the im ­ 
portation of foreign interference or inter­ 
meddling of our dom estic affairs. 
The 
American people will be prompt to re­ 
sent and repel as impertinent any such 
attem pts, but they will recognize the 
political pitfall arranged by th e C ali­ 
fornia letter with its object so plainly 
stam ped upon its face and addressed to 
the British Minister, into w hich h e has 
surprisingly 
tumbled. 
Such 
petty 
schem es to break the fall of despairing 
politicians will be held in proper estim a­ 
tion by proper intelligence.” 
EXPRESSION OK THE LONDON PAPERS. 
L o n d o n , October 25.—The St. James 
Gazette, referring to the letter written 
by Sackville W est, British M inister at 
W ashington, 
to an 
Anglo-American 
resident of California, sa y s. 
“ In the 
present position of Am erican politics, 
Sackville 
should 
not 
have 
written 
such a letter, even under the seal of 
privacy; but the fact that he acted in 
perfect innocence is clear. The idea which 
certain American politicians appear to 
hold that England is ready to help re­ 
elect Cleveland is a thorough mistake. 
The personality of the future 1‘reaident 
is purely a dom estic question.” 
The Globe s a y s: 
“ Sackville fell into a 
trap readily. 
Happily he did not com ­ 
m it him self by giving a testim onial 
w hich would be valuable to Republican 
wire-pullers.

The term catarrh is applied to a peculiar dis­ 
order of the nostrils aud adjacent parts, which 
prevails to an alarm ing extent aud is produc­ 
tive of very serious consequeuccs.
